While much benefit is 
derived from tho good work of indiv- 
iduals in attracting birds about their 
homes there is a splendid opportunity 
to- increase this local benefit through 
the combined efforts of several work-

sanctuary. 
SimctiMirlcs Offer Food. 
Without considering the 
manage- 


ment of large areas, such as state or 
federal reservations, or 
large game 
refuges controlled- by protective as- 
sociations, there is much to be 
said 
about the smaller sanctuaries operat- 
ed by individuals or by 
local 
bird- 
clubs, schools or similar 
organiza- 
tions. A sanctuary should offer a gen- 
erous supply of food for the birds and 
other residents. The natural growth 
of the area may 
be 
augmented 
by 
planting 
seed 
and 
berry-bearing 


shrubs and vines. The natural beauty 
of the grounds may be Increased by 
tho choice and location of these orna- 
mental shrubs and the birds will be 
sure oE a hearty 
meal 
when 
the 


ground is covered with snow. 
During, the winter other food may 


be needed by the birds. We are able to. 
relieve much suffering by establish- 
ing feeding stations at favorable points 
throughout the refuge. 
Grain may be 
scattered in. cleared places or put out 
in feeding devices mounted on trees or 
posts. 
Beef suet always is welcome 


during the cold weather as It supplies. 
a heat-Eormlng food and is a substi- 
tute for an insect diet, so difficult to 
obtain during the -winter. It may be 
ottered. In wire suet racks; it may. be 
tied to the -branches of trees or scrub- 
bed into the fissures in the rough barU. 


A supply of fresh water is a great 


attraction at allxiimes 
of the 
year. 


Drinking fountains and bathing places 
may lie arranged in suitable locations 
and their presence will add greatly to 
the charm of the neighborhood, in the 
eyes of both bird and man. The pres- 
ence of thickets and shrubbery is also 
very desirable as these bushy tangles

Major Araberson had "made a for- 


tune" in 1873", when other people were 
losing fortunes, and the magnificence 
of the Amborsons began then.

to whom a hat meant only that rigid, 
tail silk thing known to impudence as 
n "stovepipe." 
In town and country 


these men would wear no other hat, 
nnd, 
without self-consciousness, 


went rowing in such hats. 


they 


Trousers with a crease were consid- 


ered plehMan : the crease proved that 


' the garment had Irtin upon a shelf, nnd- 


hence was "ready made;" these be- 
traying trousers were called "hand- 
me-downs." in allusion to the she^f. In 
tho early eighties, while bangs nnd 
hustles were having their way with 
women, that variation of dandy known 
ns the "dude" was invented.:, he wore- 
trousers ns tight as stockings, dagger-, 
pointed. shoes, a spoon '"derby," n, 
sinsle-brcastcil cent called a "Chester- 
field." with 1 short flaring skirts, a tor- 
turing cylindrical collar, laundered to 
a polish anil three inches high, while 
his other nockgear might bo a heavy, 
puffed cravnt or n tiny bow fit for a 
doll's brnlds. With evening dress he 
wore a tan overcoat s6 short that his 
black conttnils hung visible, five Inches 
below the overcoat; hut after a season 
or two- he lengthened his overcoat till 
ft touched his liopls, nnd he passed out 
of his tight trousers Into trousers like 
groat "hags. Then presently he wns 
sprn no mure, though tlje word that 
had been cninrd for him remained in 
HIP vocabularies of the impertinent.

At. tho tiecrinning of the Arobersons' 


erpat period most of the houses of the 
Midland town wrrfi oF n pleasant ar- 
chitecture. They tacked style, hut also 
pretentiousness, nnd whatever does 
not pretenrt at nil has style enough. 
They stood In "commodious yards, well 
shaded .by leftover forest trees, elnj 
nnd walnut nnd beech, with here nnd 
there a line of tall sycamores where' 
the larffl had been made by filling 
. bnyous from the creek. The house nf 
n "prominent resident," facing Mlll- 


-fnry square or National avenue or Ten- 
nessee street, was built of brick upon 
n stone foundation, or of wood upon a 
brick foundation. 
-Usually it had a 


"front porch" nnd a "back porch;" 
often n "side porch," too.- There was 


* n "front hall;" there was a "slde,hall," 


nnrt sometimes a "back hall." From" 
the "front hall" opened three rooms, 
the "parlor," thn "sitting room" and 
the "library;" nnd the'library could 
show warrant to its title—for some 
reason 
these people bought books 


Commonly the family sat more In th'e 
library than in the "sitting room," 
white callers, when they 'came for- 
mally, were kept to the "parlor," a 
place of formidable polish nnd discom- 
fort. 
The upholstery -of the library 


furniture wns a little shabby,'but the 
hostile chairs nnd sofa of the "parlor* 
ulwnys looked new. For all the wear 
and tear they got they should have 
.lasted n thousand years. . 


Upstairs were the bedrooms; "moth- 


er and father's-room" the largest; a 
smaller room for one or two sons, 
another for one or two daughters; 
each of these- 'rooms containing a 
double bed? a "wnshstand," a "bureau," 
i -wardrobe, a little table, a rocking 
chair, and often a chair or two that 
had 
been 
slightly tlnmaged down- 


stairs, but not enough to jnstlfy either 
the expense of repair or decisive 
abandonment in the attic. And there 


—was always a "spare room," for visi- 


tors (where tho sewing machine usu- 
'nlly was kept), and during the seven- 
ties there developed an appreciation 
of the necessity for n bathroom. 


At the rear of the house, upstairs, 


was a bleak little chamber, called "the 
girl's room," aqd in the stable there 
was another bedroom, adjoining the 
hayloft, and called "the hired man's 
room." House and stable cost seven 
or night thousand dollars to build, nnd 
people with that much money to invest 
in such comforts wore classified as the 
nich. 
They pnld the ^inhabitant of 


"the girl's room" two dollars a week, 
and, in the. latter part of this period, 
two dollars and a half, and finally 
three dollars a ,-week. She was Irish 
ordinarily, or German, or it might be 
Scandinavian, but never native to the 
land unless she happened to be a per- 
son o! color. The man or youth who 
Ur.ed.iu .the .stable .had lite. 


sometimes, too, was lately a steerage 
voyager, but much oftener he was col- 
ored. 


After sunrise on pleasant mornings 


the alleys behind the stables were gay; 
laughter and shouting went up and 
clown^their dusty lengths, with a lively 
accompaniment of currycombs knock- 
ing against' back fences and stable 
walls;-for the darkles loved to curry 
their' horses in the 'alleys. 
Darkles 


always prefer to gossip in shouts in- 
stea<^ of whispers? and». they feel that 
profanity, unless it be vociferous, is 
almost worthless. 
Horrible phrases 


were caught by early rising children 
and carried to older people for defini- 
tion, sometimes at .inopportune mo* 
merits T whil'e less investigative chil- 
dren would often merely repeat the 
phrases in some subscqtiwit flurry of 
agitation, nnd yet bring about conse- 
quences so (fmphatlc as to be recallad 
with ease in middle life. 


They have passed, those darky Hired 


men 
o£ the 
Midland 
town.

stables have /been transformed~"-into 
other likenesses, or swept away, like 
the woodsheds where were kept the 
stovewood and kindling that the "girl" 
and the "hired matt" always quarreled 
over: who should fetch it.

.were the little bunty street cars on the 
long,

troubled way among tfle cobblestones. 
At^tbe rear door of the car there >X'ns 
no platform, but a step where passen- 
gers clung In wet-,clnmps when the 
weaffier was bad and the car crowded. 
The patrons—iif not too absent-minded 
—put their fares into .a slot; and no 
conductor paced the heaving floor, but 
the driver -would rap r»minding!y with 
his elbow *ipon the glass of the door 
to his little opetf"phr.form if the nick- 
els and the passengers did riot appear 
to ciylmjide in number. 
A lone mule 


drew the car, and sometimes drew it 
off the track, whrn -the passengers 
would get out and push It on again. 
They really owed^Jt courtesies like
